Chicago, Dec. 81— For t he first time' 
since Chicago, bos possessed bells to 
peal and whistles to shriek and boms 
to blow, the Old year tonight was al- 
lowed silently to take its place in liis- 
tory and the new year permitted to 
como m with no evidence of joy at its 
birth. in a" olllelul proclamation 
Mayor Harrison's suggestion that the 
usual New Year's celebrations be, for 
this time, omitted, and the idea lound 
a ready response in the hearts of the 
people, saddened by yesterday's trugecy". 

'j lie appalling calamity of yesterday 
in the Iroquois theatre 1ms cast Chicago 
into the deepest grief and gloom. Even 
businetis today was performed with the 
sole view to actual necessity. 

Ordinarily on 'New Year's Eve the 
streets are filMd, with merry-makers, 
but tonight the only throngs to be 
found were those around the morgues. 
Ordinarily numbers of fashionable res- 
taurants in the heart of the city are 
tilled with liglit-lienrted revellers, who 
toast the year that passes and hail tho 
year that comes. Tonight these places 
were comparatively deserted, and some 
of them (dosed, with doors locked and 
curtains drawn. 

iFor the second time in her life ihe 
city of Chicago has been stricken to tho 
heart Not only have many of her sons 
and (laughters met death in a varietj 
of horrible ami torturing forms, but 
the blow lias fallen almost as heavily 
upon tho strangers within her gates. 
There is hardly a village or town within 
a radius of lW miles of Chicago "WDOSO 
people are not 'directly or indirectly in- 
terested in tho. piles of dead or in the 
injured ■which till the hospitals, or in 
the fate of those who seem to huvo 
passed from human knowledge, as no 
trace of them ( can ho found. The Ust 
of dead tonight continues ns it was 
given last nigh], in me neighborhood of 
660. It is generally accepted at Una 
time that the most accurate estimate 
is 564. This number will bo Increased 
somewhat, as there are people iu tho 
hospitals who cannot survive for any 
length of time. 'It is believed, how- 
over, that the. total number of dead 
will not iu any event exceed 57u. 

Including the missing, it is estimated 
tlint the total .number of casualties at 
the present tlni'l is approximately 1,000. 
There are umo'jir the missing the names 
of many who »r c at 'heir homes, and 
at some who were not at the theatro 
at nil. In the first excitement follow 
ing the calamity, the people were re 
ported by their relatives as among the 
missing, and numbers of these have 
since returned to their homes and no 
report has been made to police head- 
quarters. 

When the names of the dead who are 
still to be Identified have been taken 
from the list of missing, it is probab'e 
that the extent of the catastrophe W:U 
be fully revealed. 

As an expression of sympathy for the 
bereaved ill the calamity, the Chicago 
Hoard of Trade todjy adjourned an 
hour before the usual time. Simi'ur ac- 
tion was taken by the exchanges ut 
Duluth and .Milwaukee. 

Some of the most remarkable inc'dcits 
of the fire were not known unlil to- 
day. F. L. Donalds. ui, a chief Cor the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
handled a long telegraph story ol the 
lire and its harvest of death, unaware 
that hia own wife was among the 
missing. When he went home lie found 
that she had gone to the theatro. He 
hurriedly returned and searched for her 
through the morgues und tho hospitals, 
but today had Uot found the least trace 
of the missing woman. Adole Shi'.ps, 
six years old, was ouo of ttic children 
struck down and trampled to death. 
Her body was removed by the firemen 
and taken to a drug store. There the 
child was seen by her mother, who 
had escaped uninjured. Foremost among 
the remarkable escapes was that ot 
Winnie Gallagher, 12 years old. The 
girl occupied a seat in tho third row 
from the front on the main floor. I n- 
assisted she made her way over the 
heads of the terror-stricken persons and 
escaped. Her clothing was torn almost 
into shreds, 

One uf the most peculiar of the Identi- 
ticatiuus was that of the headless body 
of Hover Alexander, eight years old. 
The lad's father, Dr. \V. D. Alexander, 
had sought his sou all night, and to- 
day, in examining the headless corpse 
of a child, the physician identified bis 
son by a watch, a birthday present from 
his father, found on tho remains. 

A pitiful scene ended the identifica- 
tion of Mnrjoric Edwards, II years old, 
of Clinton, Iowa. Her father, William 
Edwards, who has been in Chicago on 
a visit, identified the daughter's ter- 
ribly burned body from u sample of the 
cloth in her skirt, which he carried in 

his l ket. 

(Mr. Hurry Wumlerlich, representing 
u well-known piauu house ol this city, 
today rei overed the body of his young 
daughter, Helena, aged seven, at the 
county morgue. The most pathetic side 
of the case is thai the mother ol the 
little girl. Mrs. Wuiiderlieh, :•■> years 
oh , and her father are still missing, 
as they were separated from the child 
in the terrible crush during the panic. 

Among many theatrical men employed 
In the Chicago theatres, the responsi- 
bility for tho lire was ascribed today to 
careless placing of the electric arc light 
apparatus too close to one of the bang- 
in,,' borders of the scenery. '1 he. elec- 
trician of i» leading Chicago the.Vre ex- 
pressed great surprise on hearing that 
this was considered a possible cause uf 
the lire. "There never would haw been 
any lire," be said, "if proper care hud 
been exorcised In handling Uc lights. 
Tile electric plant of thu liiea're was 
Installed, as 1 happen to know from 
personal observations, in accordance, 
with every modern requirement for 
safety. The plant, was not to blame. 
If the facts 1 have given .ire correct, 
tho whole blame rests on tho person 
who placed, or was operating, a light 
close to the curtains." 

The failure of the expected lire pro- 
tection is attributed by insurance men 
to trouble with the asbestos curtain, The 
stage always is recognised as the , lunger 
point ill a tliealre, and the desire is to 
have it cut oil' from the auditorium as 
thoroughly ns possible. The insurance 
men declare that the curtain nl tho 
Iroquois never had worked perfectly, 
and that the mechanism had not been 
repaired. ' 

One of the heroes ut the lire was 
Peter Qulllll, chief special agent of the 
'Atchison, Topeka * Santa [<e railway. 



crowd at the door of the stage entrance 
t nut tuey could not move were men. 
women and children and the company 
of performers were standing helpless 
and" with agonized! looks on their faces. 
The stage door was closed. 

'"The massive stage door of the Iro- 
quois," said .Mr. Quiun to day, "is like 
many other of its kind. The two mam 
swinging doors are used when scenery 
is .taken to or from the theatre and 
ibtiiit in the swinging structure itself is 
a small trap door used by the players 
in leaving or entering the stage. This 
trap door opened inwardly, and as I 
.passed I heard a commotion and saw 
the door was slightly open, and peer- 
ing in I and others who had arrived 
outside learned that the theatre was on 
fire. The players, men women and 
children had rushed to this small trap 
door for escape, caught in a solid mass, 
and were banked solidly against the 
little door and it could not be opened. 
The women screamed and begged us to 
rescue them and the cries of the. chil- 
dren could be beard above the hoarse 
shouts of the men. We tried to force 
Utie door open. I had a number of 
small tools in my pocket ivnd removed 
the metal attachments which held the 
door in. Then we forced the crowd 
back an inch and the door dropped from 
its place und tho imprisoned players 
were assisted into the alley and 1 
walked in upon the stage and found it a 
seethwig furnace. A minute later a.nd 
the flames and smoke would have reach- 
ed the imperiled ones and they would 
have been suffocated or burned where 
tuey stood." . ,, 

I Employees of the Iroquoie theatre 
place the terrible loss of life to the 
jamming of the asbestos curtain. Had 
it worked properly they say the 
fire would have been confined to the 
stnge alone. At every performance ot 
the show the asbestos curtain has been 
raised and lowered. It has always ran 
smoothly according to the employees. It 
was so arranged that should one of the 
cables break, tho curtain would descend 
by its own weight. All of the em- 
ployees deny that there lias been any 
previous lire in the house or that any 
of the doors to exists were locked.

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Chicago's Mayor 
Asks For Quiet 



InJVIew of Calamity Reguesteda 
Solemn Welcome to the 
New Year. 

Lady Relates Her Experience In 
Escape From Second 
Balcony. 



Chicago, Dec. 31.— The following is 
the text of :i proclamation issued by 
[Mayor Harrison today: "On unch re- 
curi'iug -New Year's eve annoyance has 
■been caused id the sick and infirm by 
the indulgence of thoughtless persons in 
iioisy celebrations of the passage of the 
old year. The city authorities have at 
-•ill times discouraged this practice, bm 
now when Chicago lies in the shadow 
of the greatest disaster in her history 
ifor a generation, noise making, whether 
Iby bells, whistles, cannon, horns or any 
other means, is particularly objection- 
able. 

-As Mayor of Chicago I would there- 
fore request all peojils to refrain from 
tais iuuuigeuce and 1 would astk all rail- 
way ollicials and all persons controlling 
factories, boats and mills to direct their 
employees not to blow whistles between 
xne Uuurs o£ 1- and 1 o'clock tonight." 

There was a discussion today among 
ttitemeu, employees of the theatre and 
architects as jn the cause of the lire. 
Accouirts differ today as widely as they 
<Ud last night. The theatrical people 
-are practically ii unit in declaring that 
me nrc started with an explosion, and 
in this they are contradicted by scores 
ot people in the audience, who declare 
that they saw the tire creeping along 
the edge of the curtain for several min- 
utes before the explosion took place. 

Miss Anna Woodward, who occupied 
a scat in the second balcony, said to- 
day: "I was in the second balcony an 1 
'plainly saw the tire. 1 left my scat in 
the balcony and went down the stairs 
to the first balcony and from there starl- 
t'd to pass out through the very door in 
'which so many people were killed. The 
door was closed ami ir man standing on 
She outside refused to open it so that I 
Icould pass out. I do not know whether 
he was an employee of the theatre, but 
lie was evidently determined that no 
one sliouhl leave the theatre and in so 
doin;r started a panic. I was leaving 
nuintly up to this time, but when he 
Refused to allow me to pass out peace- 
Q.u..j i deterunncMl to get out if 1 had to 
'make a noise. I went along t\i3 balcony 
to a glass partition and smashed it with 
my umbrella. When I was about half 
iway down the stairs I heard the roar of 
tun clown. iney overtook me, but 1 
'Managed to escape. I think 1 must 
'have walked the last ten feet of my 
passage to the exit oil the bodies ol 
muse who had fallen." 
1 The best evidence obtainable is to the 
effect that the lire was caused by the 
soai-Ks ironi an arc light striking the 
edge of the deep curtain, but the actual 
fact will aiot be known until after the 
kioruuer's inquest. 

Although the Iroquois theatre was un- 
«lou'bteuii the safest in Chicago it be- 
eauie evident today that the city build- 
ing department had not strictly enforced 
■ one or two sections of the building or- 
dinance. 

William Ctirran, a building inspector, 
vrisited the theatre before the fire and 
.-.ivs everything was in good condition. 
; Deputy Building Commissioner Stan- 
hope in company witn several building 
inspectors went to the theatre today, 
ami afterwards said: "The theatre and 
its management were strictly within the 
law. I will not go into details until 1 
have completed my report." 
' A. section of the building ordinance 
provides that in buildings of the class 
'of the Iroquois theatre, there shall he 
• a system of automatic sprinklers. 
.no KiirinkJers were in the theatre, but 
Sir. Stanhope said the provision about 
the iron doors made it necessary for the 
theatre to have them. 

QVrom early in the morning until late 
tonight crowds have besieged the under- 
taking rooms and hospitals looking for 
'the dead and wounded. 

In all 'the undertaking rooms the 
■bodies were placed, as fur as possible, 
on cots, and when these were exhausted 
stretched in long lines upon the floors, 
and a constant succession of pale-faced 
alien and tearful women passed slowly 
■between the bodies, lifting the cover- 
ings from scorched and bruised faces. 
.Scenes that were enacted around the 
bodies of little children were pathetic 
in the extreme. There has been no 
sadder feature connected with the dis- 
aster than the killing of so many chil- 
dren. It is the one thing' that seems 
to overpower visitors to the morgues. 

■While the crowds of anxious seekers 
for news besieged the different morgues, 
.the telegraph and long-distance tele- 
phone offices were almost swamped with 
the Hood of enquiry messages. Coroner 
Traeger and his assistants did all in 
their power to supply information con- 
cerning the dead and wounded, but live 
.times the number of available men in 
the office could not have accomplished 
.the task. Crowds of people were sup- 
plied with permits to visit the morgue. 

iSix bushel baskets of valuables were 
gathered by ■the police. Among these 
were fully a dozen watches, and in every 
case the watch had stopped at 3.50 
o'clock, tiie time when the lire broke 
out. Coroner Traeger tonight conducted 
an informal enquiry into the cause of 
t lie .ire. Win. i '. SeMers, the kireman 
.at the theatre, did not know just how 
the tire began, but .-aid lie .-aw it short- 
ly alter it broke out. He threw ex- 
tinguishers on the blaze, but without 
effect. lie tried to pull down the drop 
■curtain or tear loose that portion of it 
which was blazing, but without suc- 
cess. 

Seven employees of the Iroquois the- 
atre were arrested tonight on orders 
issued iby Chief of Poilce O'Neil. The 
charge against them is, at present, that 
wf being accessories to manslaughter. 
They will be held pending the verdict 
of the coroner's jury. The men arrest- 
ed are : Wm. Carlton, stage manager; 
ilidward Cummings, stage carpenter; 
iKrauk Landrow, K. M. Cuinmiugs, 
iKngle, Thomas McQueen and vS. J. 
Mason. 

The last live are stage bands and 
scene shifters. After being in custody 
four of the men told Chief O'Neil they 
had been requested by people connect- 
ed with the theatre to leave the city. 
'When asked who advised them to do 
this they at first refused to say, but 
later admitted that the advice was 
given by Assistant Manager I'lunkett.

Court Adjourns Until Monday 
Morning Next for New 
Year. 



The further taking of "evidence iu the 
Supreme court case^ Hopper vs. Duns : 
jinur, being tried l>y Mr. Justice Drake, 
was continued yesterday morning at 11 
o'clock; 

dO. P. Davis, K. C, colled Mr. Lowe, 
manager of it. Dunsinuir, Sons & Co., 
'San 'U'raucisco, for oxatuiuatiou. 

John Arthur Shakespeare Lowe, born 
in India, living in iSaakallto, Oil., about 
.six miles from San Francisco, testified 
that die is manager of It. Dunsinuir, 
■Sons & Co., San h'ranclsco, ami started 
to work for that concern iu lST'j us 
cashier. Witness was promoted in 1SUS 
to manager, after the death of Mr. Jew- 
ctt. iWituess was promoted by Alexand- 
er Dunsmuir. Mr. Dunsmuir was iu 
'British Columbia, at Departure Bay, at 
the time, and was notified by wire from 
San Francisco. Alexander Dunsmuir 
sent, witness, who was with him on a 
Jjsniug trip, at once to Jill the position, 
The other members of the Ashing party- 
were Mr. Bryden ami Dr. Thome, ft 
was in the latter part of September or 
the beginning of October of 1S98. 

Witness knew Alexander Dunsmuir 
from 1870, and saw a great deal of him 
up to ins leaving for t no Last in ISSN). 
Witness explained about the offices in 
■San Francisco. They are contained in 
a wooden, two-tstorey building on the 
waterfront; the lower storey is occupied 
by the weighing-department and cashier's 
department, Mr. Dunsmuir's private 
Office and witness' private office, while 
upstairs was the bookkeeper's office. 
\\ itness would see Alexander Dunsmuir 
prior to his appointment as manager 
three or four times a week. Would 
see lliim in the office. Never went to 
see him at his rooms prior to being 
manager. After that did go to see him 
at his rooms, as being manager had to 
get his advice and decision on many 
business propositions which came up 
From time to time. 

Witness identified Hie bylaws as 
amended of the incorporated San Fran- 
cisco concern. The president was Alex- 
ander Dunsmuir, and lie remained to 
until ins death. Mr. Davis read the 
duties of president as outlined in the 
bylaws. He was actual controller of 
the whole business and had to Bign nil 
important business documents. After 
witness was made manager the bylaws 
were amended to change the word "inan- 
aging director" to "manager." 

In actual practice Sir. Alexander 
Dunsmuir supervised the business at 
San .Francisco. All matters of import- 
ance were referred by witness to Alex- 
ander Dunsmuir up to the time of his 
deatli. .lames Dunsmuir did not take 
any active part in the management of 
the San Francisco business during Alex- 
ander Dunsmuir's lifetime, though he 
does now. 

After being appointed manager, wit- 
ness went to Grand hotel to see Alex- 
ander Dunsmuir en business several 
times. Witness' iiitructions were to go 
there in case Alexander Dunsmuir did 
not come to the office. 'Witness would 
;.'<> to see Alexander 'Dunsmuir if lie 
did not come to the office; he would 
go about every second day during Mi-. 
Dunsmuir's absence. 

After Alexander Dunsmuir went out 
to -Sun Lenndro witness never went 
there unless on business, and did go 
above a dozen times in all. 

Witness never saw Alexander Duns- 
muir in the office intoxicated. Wlioli 
witness visited Alexander Dunsmuir at 
the Grand hotel would sometimes Suil 
him in bed, sometimes up. Had seen! 
him when he did not care to discuss 
business matters. On these occasions 
Alexander Dunsmuir would tell witness 
that he would give him an answer next; 
morning after hearing the business, and 
witness would call then and get the iin- 



btit -'beyond that had nothing to do with 
it. The whole of the business was 
transacted by Alexander Dunsmuir. 

'Witness last saw Mrs. Dunsmuir iu 
ISepteinber, 10U0. She was looking fair- 
ly well. 

Will of Alexander Dunsmuir now in 
dispute, was produced, dated December 
Cil, 1800. Witness Identified his own 
•signature as witness. iMr. Taylor and 
Alexander Dunsmuir were present at 
the- time. 

Cross-examined by 'L. P. Duff, 
K. C, witness said ho had no 
wrijj of fixing the number of times lie 
'had* gone to San Leandro. 

During Alexander Dunsmuir's stay at 
the Grand he usually came to the of- 
fice after lunch. Witness and lie would 
go on 'change frequently after that. At 
least half the times Alexander Duns- 
muir would not return to the office. 

■During period December, 1SS)S. to 
March, 1800, had seen Alexander Duns- 
liiuir Intoxicated at the hotel, but not 
ut the office. It did not happen fre- 
quently. 

Witness declined to express an opin- 
ion as to the cause of Alexander Duns- 
muir's illnesses at the Grand hotel for 
days at a time. 

Mr. Dunsmuir hud attention of 
physician' at that time. 

(Witness never saw Alexander Duns- 
muir drink spirits at meals, would 
drink beer or claret at luncheon. Dur- 
ing the whole time of the stay at San 
Leandro he attended the office pretty 
faithfully. 

Witness found Alexander Dunsmuir 
sick in bed at San Leandro. Witness 
refused to answer the question that lie 
drew an inference at that time that the 
cause of the illnesses was excessive 
drinking. Witness did see Alexander 
Dunsmuir take more liquor than was 
good for any man. but only saw this 
'happen' about twice during the San 
'Leandro period. Had never seen Alex- 
ander Dunsmuir actually drunk, but had 
seen him under the influence of liquor.

In conversation with a Colonist re- 
porter .Mr W. .). lirandreth, secretary 
01' th' 1 British Columbia Fruit Orowers' 
Association, said that the .prospects for 
the fruit growers were never better. 
The Hoard of Horticulture were using 
every endeavor to keep out infected 
trees and fruit. The association was 
furnishing those who were just com- 
mencing in the industry with valuable 
information, the result of years of care- 
ful experiments and observations. Tiiou- 
■sands of dollars would have been saved 
hud the fruit growers been in possession 
of this information twelve or fifteen 
years u^o. He said that the rigid en- 
forcement of the rules and regulations 
of the Board of Horticulture, while they 
would undoubtedly work more or less 
hardship, would prove of immense bene- 
fit to the careful grower. The enforce- 
ment of the "Fruit 'Mark's Act" by the 
lOoiuimou government was having a 
very beneficial effect. A wonderful im- 
provement in packing and grading hail 
laken place since Mr. Maxwell Smith's 
appointment 113 i.i.sjector. Mo said 
'\vhilu it was true- tlie gro'wer received 
a better price for his fr.iit than .oritiei-- 
tj\ in.- coiisiiiui-i paid no more for it be- 
cause 1 he grading was an i.iwi.rance of 
the contents or tae box: whereas pre- 
vious sn the enforcement of jlie ad a, I

ClA'IC IMPROVEMENTS. 

In the ensuing municipal campaign 
an effort should be made to cause all 
the candidates for election to the City 
Council, and especially those for the 
Mayoralty, to make definite and clear 
expositions of their views on the im- 
provements that should be earned in 
the present year. We cannot but 
think that even the most conservative 
and uuprogressive citizens must now 
realize that money judiciously expended 
in public improvements is an invest- 
ment that results profitably, both to 
the community generally and to the 
individuals composing it. Had such a 
policy been inaugurated ten years earl- 
ier, instead of the public attention be- 
ing diverted to costly and almost im- 
possible schemes of railways, it would 
have been much better, and Victoria 
would today be wealthier, more attrac- 
tive and more populous than she to- 
day. Even the comparatively small 
sum— ninety thousand dollars, besides 
i?UO,000 rrom the 'Provincial Treasury— 
that the subsidy already paid to the 
Victoria and Sidney Railway, has ab- 
sorbed, could have been utilized to much 
greater public advantage in the carry- 
ing out of public improvements. 

Having entered on a policy of muni- 
cipal improvements; having seen how 
such a course is commended by compe- 
tent outside observers, and realized that 
such a policy is profitable in many 
ways, it is essential to the steady pro- 
gress of the city that there should be 
no drawing baek from it. Although not 
a little lias been achieved, it should be 
regarded ae only the preliminary of 
•what has yet to be undertaken. Vic- 
toria can be made the plcasantest and 
the most attractive city in Canada or ou 
this Coast Lf the citizens are true to 
themselves and to their own best inter- 
ests. Of course ornamental improve/ 
meats are not the only, or oven the 
most important of the works that must 
be undertaken to achieve that end. A 
perfect sewerage system and good sani- 
tation are the lirst essentials, and with 
f liem must be coupled the possession of 
a supply of water, ample in Quantity 
and wtellent in Quality. It is doubt- 
ful if In this matter, of water supply, 
Victoria 6al) be regarded as comparing 
favorably with Vancouver or New iWcst- 
mjinster. But a great improvement, 
lxtth in quantity and quality, is found 
in the supply today with that ten years 
ago, and the difference can be made 
still greater. 

There is no doubt that the construc- 
tion of the James' Bay causeway ami 
the tilling in of the mud Hats have 
added very largely to the value of pro- 
perty across the Bay, as well (is pro- 
viding a line thoroughfare for the anti- 
quated and ugly wooden structure that 
carried the traffic. But the completion 
of the causeway will not justify the 
Council dismissing the subject of im-j 
proveraents in that vicinity. By the lo- i 
cation and purehasu by the Canadian j 
Pacific Railway Company <>t' a site for 
i's wharf, and by the erection by the! 
same company "f an hotel on the hind 
donated to it by tho city, the import- j 
since uf the new thoroughfare will lie 
greatly increased und the value of the 



tiiat without n very considerable in- 
crease in the number of laborers avail- 
able for work in tiio mines in the Trans- 
vaal, the progress, not only of thnt 
colony but of all the colonies in British 
South Africa will he greatly retarded. 
The prosperity of the whole country 
is hound up with the development of 
the mining industry and the increase in 
the output of gold, and these two things 
are dependent on a larger supply of 
labor for the mines. Those who were 
sanguine as to the increase in the num- 
ber of natives available for that pur- 
pose being sufficient to meet the demand, 
'have had to admit that they are dis- 
appointed in their calculations. Both 
tho Colonial Government and the mine- 
owners have made efforts to secure more 
native labor. Better wages have been 
offered; better food and accommodation 
provided and the obnoxious regulations 
and harsh treatment to which the na- 
tives had been liable in the past in 
traveling to and from the mines have 
been abolished. But still the supply of 
native labor was not equal to the de- 
mand. "White unskilled labor has prov- 
ed to be too expensive to permit of 
many of the low-grade mines being 
profitably worked. Neither would the 
whites work alongside the natives, or if 
some of them were induced to do ho, 
trouble ensued frequently by their at- 
tempting to "boss the niggers. - ' Tho 
scarcity of labor led to the introduction 
of more machinery in the mines and 
improved appliances. But the greater 
use of machine drills led to the breaking 
down of a greater quantity of country 
rock in the narrow seams of ore than 
with the hand labor, while the scarcity 
of native labor made it impossible to 
sort the ore as carefully as under the 
old conditions. 

Recourse, it has therefore been gen- 
erally conceded, must be had to Chin- 
ese or other imported labor. At the 
same time it was admitted that the 
permanent interests of the country re- 
quired that the immigration and resi- 
dence of Asiatics should be under strict 
regulations. They are to be engaged 
under specific agreements, ami to 'he 
sent out of the country when their en- 
gagements have expired. They are to 
work exclusively in the mines, and can- 
not engage in any commercial or oth<ir 
occupation, -Nor can they own landed 
property or settle in the country after 
their engagements are concluded. The 
experiment will be followed with inter- 
est, both in regard to the development 
of the mineral wealth under it and to 
the effect on the general industrial and 
social situation that the Chinese immi- 
gration will have.

The Iroquois theatre of Chicago, 
which was the scene on Wednesday af- 
ternoon of r. horrifying catastrophe, 
probably unsurpassed in the annals of 
American disasters connected with the- 
atres, was the embodiment of till that 
is intended to be conveyed to the mind 
by the terms "fire proof" and "easily 
emptied." We have all heard those 
terms before: proudly spoken by skilful 
architects ami experienced engineers; 
and we have all known how false they 
were after some outbreak of lire in those 
very theatres, and after the heaped 
shambles in the corridors and exits have 
shown how lamentably the highest hu- 
man skill can err. The awful test to 
which the Iroquois theatre was subject- 
ed proved in a few moments how vain 
is human foresight in presence of 
panic-stricken thousands rushing for 
safety. Here again it was demonstrat- 
ed that it is not the flames that cause 
the great loss of life, but the wild, un- 
reasoning, furious stampede. But for 
the conduct of the foolish man who 
shouted, "Fire," and by that oue word 
applied, as it were, the match to that 
i tremendous mass of pent-up human 
' energy: maddening and intoxicating it 
with a horrible, nameless fear; trans- 
forming as if by electricity the frail 
woman into a demon of vigorous 
strength, and the strong man into a 
cruel, blind giant, heeding only his own 
safety— hut for that awful word the loss 
of life would certainly have been very 
much 1-ss, if indeed, there had been any 
at all. The writer has been in a great 
theatre filled in every part with people, 
when that one word of "Fire!" has;

John Herbert Turner is an Old Eng- 
ender, having been horn in SufEoKt in 
183-1. When about eighteen lie pro- 
ceeded to Halifax. N. S.. where he en- 
gaged in business. Afier .-ponding two 
years there, he removed lo Charlotte- 
town, Prince ISdward iisland. There he 
continued his business. He also inter- 
ested himself in public affairs, espe- 
cially everything connected with the vol- 
unteer movement. Those who know 

the limited sco.pe offered a restless, iiin- 
'bitious man on the island will under- 
stand thin Mr. Turner yearned for a 
wider sphere of action. 
; ins opportunity came when the mar- 
velous wealth of British 'Columbia was 
being heralded throughout the maritime 
•provinces. There was a mighty rush 
of the pluckiest and brainiest ' young 
men from every big town. Naturally. 
ICharlottetown did not escape the gold 
'ever. lAtnong those who deserted the 
'Island City for the iGolden West was 
'-Mr. Turner, who, with the optimism of 
youth, dreamed of the rosy prospects 
and tempting opportunities of suddenly 
acquiring untold wealth offered by tin' 
new goidflelds. With a few kindred 
spirits he started for the Facitic 
coast, and the story of their migration 
is graphically told by Mr. Turner, who 
was even then regarded by his friends 
as one who might be trusted to lead 
them. 

The intrepid goidseekers arrived in 
.Victoria about duly. 1802, after the 
traditional vicissitudes. They soon dis- 
covered that their dreams of sudden 
wealth had to be liberally discounted. 
There was plenty of gold, of couise, but 
it wanted a good deal of 'finding. And 
the majority of those who had come 
wiith the idea that nuggets could be 
dug up as easily as potatoes very 
promptly abandoned the Held— a disap- 
pointed and even disgusted contingent. 
I'll it< js. of course, the story of every 
golcttield that has been discovered. 
■ Mr. Turner was among the plucky 
few who determined to work and con- 
quer, die possessed tho patience, dogged 
pluck and faith in the new: country in- 
dispensable to the pioneer who would 
succeed. And he remained to build up 
a line business, growing with the coun- 
try und participating in its progress and 
prosperity, lie settled in 'Victoria when 
that now nourishing city was merely a 
collection of modest houses inhabited by 
a sturdy, self-reliant people who lived 
laborious days and knew not luxury. 
'But the site had been selected with 
judgment, ami possessed all the elements 
necessary for future developments. Vic- 
toria developed, surmounting the many 
dillj.-ulties that beset the foundation of 
a pioneer community. fMr. Turner's 
business so prospered thnt he could de- 
vote a portion of his time to public j 
affairs. 

i lie was prominent in the organization 
of a volunteer corps for the defence uf 
the island during the threatened Fenian 
raid in 1805. Thorough in this, as in all. 
things, he started as a private and ter- J 
minuted his military career as tLieuteu- 
nnt -Colonel. His personal tact and 
administrative ability soon attracted at- 
tention, ami he was elected to several 
municipal ofllccs. Three times did he 
serve as .Mayor of Victoria, a gratifying 
proof of his popularity, die was elect- 
ed 'chairman of a number of charitable 
and other societies. In 18SC Victoria se- 
lected him to represent her in the pro- 
vincial legislature; one year later he 
entered the cabinet as minister of 
ilinauce- probably the record rise of any 
politician in the world. In . different 
cabinets he served with distinction as

To follow him Into the numerous Holds 
of thought with which Ids suggestive, Idea- 
full life-work has been connected, would 
be obviously Impossible In less space than 
two or three thick volumes. There are, 
however, two points that must be men- 
tioned In any account, however brief, of 
his philosophy. Due of the greatest of his 
triumphs in psychological analysis was his 
solving of wluu. nmy be called the Hume- 
Kant qua miry. Hume he demonstrated to 
be right In declaring that all knowledge 
was derived from the experience of the 
senses, and Kant to bo wrong In denying 
It. Kant he demonstrated to be right In 
holding that we are born with predisposed 
fneu'ties of thought, wtilch necessarily 
constitute a preformed recipient and stan- 
dard' for all new experience, as against 
Hume, who Ignored this aspect. We have, In 
fact, as Herbert Spencer has triumphantly 
shown, as the basis of knowledge the evi- 
dence of our senses modified by Inherited 
tendencies. This single, clear-headed ex- 
planation Immediately solved a problem 
which had been puzzling thinkers ever 
since the death of Kant, and to which, the 
mighty Kant himself was unable to supply 
an answer. The other Important point In 
Sjieneer's philosophy to which reference 
lias ueeu made Is his recognition of the 
Unknown hie. It made a great sensation 
at the time, and has since formed the sub- 
ject of much, adverse and much favorable 
comment. To the Unknowable our phil- 
osopher has given many names: Cause, 
'first Cause, Force, Pure Force, Power, 
Ultimate Knet, Unseen Reality, The In- 
comprehensible, The Sustaining Power, 
The Actual, The Absolute. Existence, Ileal 
Existence, The Inscrutable Power, Being, 
Nounienon, and so forth. In some of which 
some scientists and philosophers have seen 
a tendency to that anthropomorphism to 
which the Master has not otherwise given 
sanction. However that may be, ttie Issue 
Is between the Unknowable and the Un- 
known, and those who dislike the term 
"Unknowable" argue that merely to de- 
scribe this Power, or Force, or whatever It 
Is, as such. Is to Show knowledge of It, 
and that what Mr. Spencer ought to have 
said Is that we know such Power, or 
Force, or ifWng. or Non-Kola tlvo, or Un- 
limited exists, hut we do not at present 
know- anything more about It. Some, too, 
have found a great stumbling block In the 
use of the Words "Cause" and "First 
Cause." because Spencer himself stated 
that there Is nowhere In the universe any 
Indication of beginning. With respect to 
religion he Inculcates the widest toleration 
and there Is little la his writings from 
which could be gained any definite notion 
of his Judgment on the prospect of Im- 
mortality and a future life. He had, we 
may conclude an open mind. He always 
held that our ability to know things, 'is 
limited to the powers of our senses and 
the Inherited material on which they have 
to work when Impressed by the external 
world. • Whatever exists, exists merely its 
states of our Individual consciousness, nnd 
our views of things are colored accordingly. 
Take away our senses, and the external 
no longer exists for US— yet' It still exists. 
The marvel of It all ! No philosopher 
ever penetrated more deeply Into tde mys- 
tery of the Unknown (or the Unknowable, 
shall we call ItVl than did Herbert 
Spencer — Henry niuiK hump, In Public 
Opinion.

| mended. The gauze is held by u frame 
of plato-iridium, and t ho electrode

.loop so uhiit the electrode taiay easily be 
attached to a balance. This Jittle im- 
provement is worth mentioning. The 
electrode surface is half a sipiare deci- 
auetre, a convenient size, since current 
densities are generally expressed per 
square decimetre of cathode surface; the 
weight is 1"> grammes.

NEW YEAR'S RECIPES. 

Oeam of Chestnut Soup.— Boil, peel, 
and mash enough of the nuts to have 
a pint for every ten guests. To this 
quantity add a pint of boiling water 
and a pint of rich milk or thin cream, 
•with celery salt and red pepper, Cook 
till it is thick and smooth. When you 
tke it from the lire add a cup of thick 
cream and the beaten yolk of an egg, 
and beat till it foams. If you prefer 
a puree, thicken this soup, before add- 
ing the egg and cream, with a table- 
spoonful ,of butter and ono of Hour. 
.Serve with hot wafers. 

According to the best authorities, one 
hour's baking to every three pounds 
of weight is the .proper ■ allowance for 
the cooking of the Christmas or any 
other turkey. After the first half-hour 
the oven s-hould not be very hot. If 
thin slices of salt pork are fastened by 
small skewers (wooden toothpicks will 
do) over the breast and legs, these parts 
will be ikept juicy. The fowl should, 
he basted every fifteen minutes with 
water and Jat. iPut the turkey on a 
large platter for the convenience of the 
carver, garnishing it with celery tops, 
Jittle flat cakes of sausage meat about 
the size of a silver dollar, and big 
Italian chestnuts that have been boiled 
and blanched, if Jiked, two or tnree 
of the bright-lmed lady-apples may bo 
mixed in the garnish, and one, cored, 
may be thrust cn the end of each drum- 
stick. See that the carving knife is 
sharp, remembering thnt the best 01 
steels is not so good to give an edge 
as a common ten-cent tile. 

Roast Goose Stuffed 'With Apples.— 
Select out of three quarts or small, 
ripe apples ten for garnishing. Peel 
and core the others, cut them in four, 
chop one white onion, cook it in boil- 
ing water wor ten minutes, then dram 
it. Soak the crust of half a loaf in 
some broth. Chop up the goose liver 
with hulf a tablespoonful of parsley. 
[Put all these ingredients together and 
also two tablcspoonfuls of butter divided 
in small luniks; season with a large 
tablespoonful of salt and a saltspoontul 
of pepper. Mix well; put a quarter or 
-Ihn stuffing aside for Hilling the ten 
apples; add then the cut apples to the 
stuffing, Pill up the crop very full, then 
turn the skin of the neck under the back 
and stitch it with white thread. Pour 
in n roasting pan half a cup of broth, 
.•over the goose with buttered paper 
and cook in warm oven for two hours, 
■basting every half hour. While the. 
goose is cooking get the remaining apples 
ready, l'ut them in a saucepan, cover 
•with cold water and when it begins 
tu boil, sel the saucepan aside, covered 
,for live minutes. Lift out the apples, 
cool them off, drain them, peel and 
core them, then till very full with the 
'reserved stuffing. Twenty minutes be- 
fore the goose is cooked remove the 
paper, place the stuffed apples in the 
masting pan, after ten minutes baste 
them and serve them with the goose. 

Fig Cake.— Wash and chop two 
pounds of pulled figs. Beat half a 
pound o.' butter lo a cream; add the 
same weight of sugar; beat again nnd 
add five eggs well beaten, without sepa- 
rating. Dust the fruit with half a cup- 
ful of Hour. Add half a cupful of grape 
(.juice, the juice of an orange, and ftalf 
a nutmeg, grated to the sugar mixture; 
mix; and one pint of Hour; beat and then 
stir in the fruit. Hake iii a Hve-pouud 
fruitcake pan. in a moderate oven fir.- 
.four hours, or steam three hours and 
bake one. 

' 'A Dainty Dessert.— Add half a cup- 
ful of powdered sugar to one pint or 
•good thick cream nnd whip it to it still' 
llrroth. At serving-time heap it In a 
large dessert dish; cover .first with chop- 
ped candied cherries and then with chop- 
ped aim Is. Dust over all a little 

powdered sugar and serve with maea- 
i ns or with any small fancy cukes..

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REVIEW OF MINING OPERATIONS FOR THE YEAR 1903. 
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The past year lias been, In many re- 
bpecfts, a notable one in the history oi the 
mining industry of the proviuce. Open- 
ing not altogether under lui'faT.o.raWt' 
auspices and conditions, a period of 
greater productive activity and indus- 
trial growth nudiiproeperii} sra? goner- 
ally anticipated. These hopes, how- 
ever, soon n4»peared to bo doomed Co 
disappointment, for in February a strike 
was declared by tit*? coal miners of the 
Crow's cNsot collieries, resulting not 
only in the suspension of coal milling 
operations in Jiiast Kootenay, but by 
cutting off the fuel supply of the Koes.- 
land and Boundary districts, causing 
a temporary parnlyzntion of the metal- 
liferous industries in those districts. Jn 
[Victoria, meanwhile, a movement had 
originated aiming at the organization 
on a most comprehensive scale, of inter- 
ests directly or indirectly dependent 
mpou the mining industry of the prov- 
ince for their support or well-being. In 
response to a widely-circulated "call," 
a convention, at which some three hun- 
dred delegates from almost every sec- 
tion of the country, and. representing 
milling, smelting, agricultural and com- 
mercial constituencies, attended, was 
held in the capital the last week in Feb- 
ruary, a profitable week being devoted 
to discussion of and deliberation on the 
many important issues there brought 
til), and of suggestions made for the 
amelioration of conditions considered to 
be acting as n brake on the wheel* of 
progress. Among other matters of 
great import, the convention dealt with 
the dillicnlt question of the re.atioii or 
capital end labor, the heroic strike 
lending interest end point to the de- 
bate. As ii practical outcome, a com- 
mittee was appointed to proceed to the 
scene of the dispute, authorized to en- 
deavor to bring about a conciliation 
[between the cool company and its em- 
ployees and arrange as fur as possible 
for a permanent settlement or exist- 
ing differences. The appointment of 
this committee met with ihc cordial 
approvement of the .provincial govern- 
ment then in power, who, recognizing 
ithe importance of the mission, provided 
f rom the public treasury for the exp uses 
of the delegation. To the lasting honor 
of the newly .formed Provincial Mining 
(Association, noiie-the-less to its sur- 
prise, lor Dominion government inter- 
vention had previously proved unavail- 
ing, the committee's mission was com- 
pletely successful. A strike, which had 
already caused much loss and suffering, 
and threatened for a time to be obsti- 
nately prolonged, was at on end and 
further, an arrangement was made ef- 
fectually providing against a like re- 
currence for a lengthy period of time. 
Although recovery from the effects of 
this strike was not immediate in the 
copper-gold producing districts of the 
Kootennys, a return to prosperity short- 
ly canio about, -which since tins not 
■been disturbed. 'But it would almost 
seem that a malignant fate pursued our 
tforefflost industry during the first half 
of the year, for no sooner was trouble 



at length listened to the solicitation 
of the Jead miners and lent substan- 
tial aid fto that languishing industry! 
heavy rains in the Cariboo gavo the 
smaller mines an opportunity to 
make up for the disabilities un- 
der which they had Suffered 
earlier iu the scri-o:; end nsaiirod to 
the larger undertakings a plentiful sup- 
ply of water for the next year's work- 
ing; the method of treating the low- 
'grade siliceous ores of the Bosslauil 
camp by a process of oil concentra- 
tion was" successfully introduced and ap- 
plied, while experiments also gave 
(promise that the large deposits of fer- 
ruginous oris in this district may also 
•be turned to profitable account by an- 
other recently introduced special pro- 
cess; it has been proved beyond pornd- 
venture that the great low-grade bodies 
of ore in the Boundary are callable of 
jbeing profitably mined, the Granny 
company having entered- upon a divi- 
dend-earning career; high-grade milieu 
near Greenwood having been opened, 
and are already folding profits; in the 
.Nelson district half a dozen mines have 
become productive as against one 
last year; in Ymir the same; at Cam- 
borne promising free-milling qunrtst 
mines have become regularly product- 
ive; lead mines iu the Slocnn, long 
closed, have been re-c t iened and eq lip- 
ped with machinery; and the > ear 
closes with the outlook brighter, con- 
ditions mure stable, the industry es- 
tablished on a more permanent ' and 
'business-like footing than since, per- 
haps, its inception. 

Production in l'.KW shows a further 
increase of approximately twenty-five 
per cent iu copper, an increase in lode I 
gold, coal aud coke, n small decrease 
iu lead and possibly, silver output, and | 
a not very considerably faiiing-off in 
the placer gold yield. In respect to 
the value and tonnage oi the aggregate 
mineral production of the province dur- j 
iug the year a certain advance has 
tlieen made on last year's returns. 

Willi these introductory remarks, it is 
.now proposeil to review and l.iefly sum- 
marize the happenings of the year, for 
the sake of convenience and order, un- 
der the headings of the districts or min- 
ing dn<sj3us in whuh the) occurred 

THE COAST. 

Productive activity on the coast has 
been limited almost entirely <o the 
metal mines of the -Mount iSicker dis- 
trict, on Vancouver island, l hose of Tex- 
ada island, ami the coal mines on the 
east coast of Vancouver island. In 
addition, however, shipments of ore have 
been made from Quntsino sound, sind 
also to a very limited extent from pro- 
perties on the west coast of the island. 
Developments at Mount Sicker have 
been eminently satisfactory, the remit 
of recent work having further proved 
the extent and value of the ore bodies, 
While the large profits earned by 
one mine has demonstrated how fa- 
v,, ,..,i,t„ nro t | 1(> opportunities in this 
locality for wise and well-directed ef-

To 
provide against a shortage of water in 
tin- future, a further large outlay is 
required to extend tin- present system, 
and it is now anouilced that the c lil- 
puny will provide necessary fun is i«« 
ibis purpose. Meanwhile the timely hcavv 
rains in September and October, al- 
though arriving too late to permit of 
advantage being taken uf them this sea- 
sun, assure an adequate water Rupply 
for next year's working. Iu the Jlorse- 
lly district little was done in 1903, bi- 
ynud work at the Horsefly Company's 
mine, where twenty men were employ- 
ed. On Keithley creek bench drifting 
has been in progress; ai Veith's mine 
a fair nmotiut of gold having been re- 
covered, while mi Snowsbi.e and Goose 
creeks hydraulieing has be -n carried mi. 

VEKNON. 

During the year some attention has

• A word concerning the future may 
be said in conclusion of this all too 
.brief and necessarily incomplete review.. 
.Outsiders are too prone to regard thei 
mining stock market as infallibly lndii 
eating the position of industry, and to 
twatch quotations as they would take 
barometric readings. Once the mill- 
ing industry in any country has reached 
a certain stage of development, com- 
parison by this measure may not bo 
.entirely unreliable. Lut in a compar- 
atively new country like British Colum- 
bia it is an utterly independable method.- 
In the first excitement of new discov- 
eries, speculation is at its liedghit, ami 
share values are consequently inflated 
i" an absurd degree; all sorts of fuoH 
jsh mistakes are committed, advantage 
is tUKcii of the credulity of the public, 
companies nre formed with lusulBclentt 
working capital; with working capita., 
but without mines of possible prospect- 
ive value; wild-catting is rampart, and 
the frauds being generally better ad-: 
Tertisod than the. more legitimate under- 
takings, investment is greater iu the 
former than in the latter case. Natur- 
ally, the bigger the "boom," the more 
disastrous the subsequent reaction. It 
is six years or so since there was a 
British Columbia boom. It was at its 
height in 1808 and ISO'.). To many 
it would seem that there lias been ample 
Dime since for a recovery to he made. 
In a country, such as South Africa 
for c.vample, where the ores are casih- 
treated, and the geological and other 
j conditions uniform and provision made 
accordingly this would W true. But 
in British Columbia we have bud ililli- 
cnlt complex problems to grapple with, 
and solve. Obtrnse metallurgical ques- 
tions, transportation and marketing ob- 
stacles and natural difficulties to face 
aud overcome. Taking this into con- 
sideration the progress made by the 
country in the last two or three years 
hns been truly remarkable, although 
but imperfectly appreciated. In the 
last six months the advance has been 
more marked than ever, yet has it been 
jn any way reflected by an improve-in "at 
in the speculative markets? The time 
is, however, rapidly nproacbiug when 
the position of British Columbia as one 
of the Important producing areas nf 
tho world will be conceded. 'Lake the 
tortoise it will win the race by persist- 
ency and application, .for none can 
i deny the enormous extent nf the iniuer- 
| ali/.ed area. If, ns it has been admitted 
| by the most reputable authorities, that 
j the province contains the richest sllver- 
I lead mines in tile world, copper-gold 
deposits no less remarkable or exten- 
sive than those which have been worked 
■for hundreds of years in the Old World; 
coal anas as great, or greater, mid the 
■ coal equal in quality to those of AVales 
or Pennsylvania, and auriferous alluvial 
deposits ten times the extent and richer 
| than the Californinn areas, (then what 
| I en sou have we to doubt or fear the fu- 
ture.

It was at the close of a oeautiful day 
in the month of April, 1S(>8, that I 
strolled along the Esquiinult road, on 
my way back to Victoria. I was ac- 
customed to take long walks and a fa- 
vorite, stroll was from the post office 
in Victoria to the post office in Esqui- 
malt town aud buck again, u distance of 
.exactly eight miles as chained by one of 
11. iM. naval officers, The weather was 
warm and the departing sun shed its 
genial rays on the scene, imparting a 
golden hue to the foliage of the trees 
which, at that time, grew thickly on 
bot.h sides of the road. As I advanced 
1 observed a young man in the uniform 
of a naval officer bending over the pros- 
trate form of a sailor who lay in a state 
■of insensibility on the road. When I

Dickens, the gl'enL novelist ?" 

"Yes," he replied, "I am bin youngest 
sou. Do you know— have you met my 
father?" 

"Unfortunately no." I replied, "but I 
'ii i)i leaving in a few days for the Eaftt 
where I hope lo hear him read. He )H 
now in the Eastern States nnd I have 
timed my departure hence so as to at- 
tend at least one of bis readings." 

.My new-inudo ncqunintance seemed 
"delighted at iiiv pleasant allusion fr> his 
parent and volunteered to give mo n 



letter of introduction to him. At this 
offer it wus my turn to In- delighted 
ami I gladly accepted the- favor. 

The next day there came to my office 
a very prettily worded note from Mr. 
Dickens, sub-lieuteunnt of the Scout, 
enclosing the promised letter of intro- 
duction. Circumstances that were be- 
yond my control prevented my leaving 
Victoria until the Oth or May. The 
passage was lung and tedious. To reach 
San Frn-ncisco I took the steamer Geo. 
S. Wright at this port for Portland. At 
Portland after several days' delay I 
embarked on a rotten old steamer called 
the Continental, which shortly after- 
wards foundered In the Cult' of Cali- 
fornia. We encountered a fearful Storm 
during which the vessel sprung nlenk 
nnd we were several days in making the 
port of destination. The Captain was 
the most profane and Godless man that 
I ever met. Every other word was n 
curse and high above the raging of the 
storm, the roaring of I he wind and the 
o.reaklllg of the timbers of the wretch- 
ed ship, his voice could be beard curs- 
ing his Maker, the crow, the ship, the 
passenger.-) and all things animate and 
inanimate. His treatment of his sail- 
ors was most inhuman, lie had them 
completely cowed; At the slightest pro- 
vocation, nnd often with no provocation 
at all, ho would fell a man to the dock 
ami kick him while be lay prostrate. 
It was narrated, of him by .Tohnson, a 
famed Columbia River pilot, that while 
ascending Columbia river one day the 
steamer got aground on a bar. A man 
was sent -down to examine one of the 
pnddle-wheels thai bad become fouled 
in some way. dust as the seaman dis- 
appeared under the wheel the steamer 
swung clear of the obstruction. 

"Co ahead!" r< ""d the Captain. 

H Slop!" cried the pilot, "there's a 
man under the wheel." 

" the inn" under the wheel." re- 
turned the Onpt. "Co ahead full speed." 

The cruel wheels turned no idly.

Ar S.ia Francisco 1 was detained 
several da>s before a steamer sailed for 
Panama. Tin' pass-age down the coast 
was long and tedious. At Panama 
there was delay in crossing the [stim- 
ulus to Aspienwiiil on the Atlantic >i le. 
and we were three days beyond the us- 
ual lime in reaching New York, where, 
upon arrival. I was deeply grieved to 
barn that tho grentesl of all novelists, 
whom I had traveled many miles to see 
and bear, had been compelled by ill- 
health to cut his rending course short 
and bad gone back to England. My 
disappointment was great and I wits des- 
tined never to experience the grntlflcn- 
tion of meeting this illustrious and truly 
great writer aud novelist. 

I beard Boh rngersoll, the infldel, onfto 
say that Mr. Dickens was the best 
friend children ever had on earth, ex- 
cept Christ. It was an extraordinary 
ndmisslon for Ingersoll to make. I bud 
pl'vays looked upon his as a man who 
did not believe in Christ, and I told 
In in so. He replied: 

"I do not believe in him as our Sa- 
viour and I question .bis divine origin." 

"Then," said I, "lie was an impos- 
tor." 

'IXot at all. His teachings are till 
wise and Bood: they breathe the highest 
morality and nri worthy to lie followed. 
He was a great and good man and be 
accepted, without question what bis 
mother told him. I do not pay bhnt he 
wns not the Son of fjod. I only say 
thai the evidence Is not conclusive." 

Ingersoll is dead now and has oolved 
the problem for himself. I think it is 
well thai I should point, out that his 
mantle has not fallen on any other 
shoulders. While Christ's teachers and 
followers number many millions, Inger- 
soll bus left not: one strong ninn be- 
hind him lo disseminate bis views and 
carry on bis work. 

Dickens wns, indeed, n friend of chil- 



dren. His "Oliver Twist" caused a ro- 
tonu in the workhouse system and in 
the police methods of dealing with Va- 
grant children. "Little Dorritt" re- 
formed the system of imprisoning debt- 
ors with their families. "Mutual 
Friend" produced n reformation in thu 
transaction of business at the public 
offices. "l.Uartiu I huzzlewitt" p;o\ed a 
deathblow to the mode of dealing with 
the sick poor and the nursing system of 
the day. ami "Bleak House" 'was the 
means of reforming the Chancery laws, 
Eseepi Shakespeare Dickens was lie 
greatest Knu'lish writer that ever lived. 
I iiuostion very much if any other coun- 
try ha- produced or will ever produce 
bis peer as a novelist and a humani- 
tarian. Dolibl has been thrown upon 
the claim that Shakespeare wrote the 
(days tii it stand in hi,-- name. Many 
I excellent authorities attribute the plays 
I to Lord Bacon, who was described us 
! "at once the greatest and meanest of 
mankind," I'm- he was proved while on 
t he Bench to -have accepted bribes. One 
ui the strongest points urged in favor 
<>f Bacon belli-- the author of the Shak- 
espearean plays is tin- fact that lie 
was a traveled man. lie visited lleo- 
n>ark, Italy, Kriiuce and even Bussia in 
his younger days and returned to I5ng- 
llnnd with his mind stored with tho 
very information that afterwards ap- 
pears in some of (he works attributed 
•to Shakespeare. 

d't is plain to sonic mill's that none 

but one who had visited the scenes 

.where the plots of the "Merchant of 
Venice" nnd "Hamlet" were laid could 
have written those plays. Shakespeare 
was i.ovcr outside of Fiigbind. There 
1'xists no evidence to show that be was 
a man of education, yet no one who 
was not u man of letters could have 
written any of the Shnkospoarean trag- 
edies and ciimodh s. Thai Bacon dfd 
not lav claim to the authorship in bis 
lifetime is attributed by those who be- 
lieve that he and cot ShnkilSpearo wrote 
the plays to the fact that a playwright 
oi- an actor in those days was regarded, 
as a low sort of person, dint while the 
dis-puto as tn the authorship of Shakcs- 
ipearo Is waged with heat and the ques- 
tion must remain undecided until the 
end of time, there will never be any 
question ns to who wrote the line of 
works that stands in the name of Char- 
les Dickens. No English writer who bus 
ever lived has done more, if ns much, 
to raise the standard of womanhood 
and ameliorate the condition of children 
of tin- pom- than Dickens. His ( 'lu-isl- 
inas Carols nre marvels of love and 
tenderness and beauty of thought and 
expression. They are matchless. His 
("Tale of Two Cities,'' where an Bug.'lsJi. 
man dies on I he scaffold for his friend, 
■i- s . perhaps, tiie finest plot drawn of 
all his great stories. Some call that his 
'best work. 1, who have read them all, 
(believe that none is "best,"— that iiil 
nre "best, "- -if tills paradox will be tol- 
erated by tho reader. 



The story of the second tour of Amer- 
ica, which was rudely cut short by 
Dlckous' illness, is told by bis manager, 
■George Dolby, who was his constant 
companion and most 'trusted "friend." 
Dolby's book wns published in 1SN7, 
ami it i- evident from a perusal of it 
that Dickens was in no condition to 
lecture or even tn travel when he came 
to Amerloa. He was subject to sevote 
lilts of illness. Some times it was e,-y- 
sMM-ias that attacked biln. Then it was 
the gout. Again rheumatism took pos- 
session of bis limbs. Oi l en physicians 
had in be summonsed to brace III in up 
before h mid leave the dressing- 
room for the siage. and it isstated ihit 
after each reading be would limp from 
the platform and that be required to 
Ihe brace! up with a uiass nf champagne 
or - It. y.- S. before he could iio on 
again. In tin- intervals between the 
readings Dickens was subject to ais 
of great depression and the champagne 
or the brandy buttle was alw i.vs re- 
sorted lo to 'tone him up. IL> was 
often iii tears and ai the slightest oc- 
curreuico that excited bis emotions he 
.is described as leaning on the shoulder 
of his ugenl and nobbing, while great 
leans coursed down bis cheeks. Jn 
spite of the evident weakness and fail- 
ing health of his chief, Dbiby tells Ot 
the numerous sujipers ami dinners nnd 
Ibanquots they attended, and the amount 
of liquor mid wine that was consumed, 
of which, of course, I he agent 'fame 
in for a goodly share. In fact, the tour 
seems to have been, from firsl to last, 
"lie great guzzle. There was modera- 
tion neither in drinking nor in ent- 
inif, and the opportunities for Mr. 
.Dickens enjoying a good, henltll-gfvlug 
sleep would seem to have been few. 
'die was reduced nt lust to the condi- 
tion of a great inn. 'bine that runs 
constantly nt the highest tension until it 
is wot u out | U1 d Luis u.purr from over- 
work. Dolby's narration reflects no 
predit upon himself or upon those why 
were interested in keeping the machine 
running at break-neclj speed until it 
Iwent to pieces. -Dickens, after his re- 
turn lo England. es»ayed another read- 
ing tour throughout the Cnited King- 
dom. His ill-henllh coiWitiueu. Brac- 
ers were resorted to us before and It is 
not Btrauge that he broke down in the 
midst of bis work nnd died of an apo- 
plectic lit one bright morning oarlv in 
June, 1S70. 

Dickens wns estranged from his wife, 
who, although an excellent woman, was 
unsympathetic nnd took little or no in- 
terest in his great work. She presented 
hilll wilb many sous nitd daughters, 
few of whom are HOW alive. The chil- 
dren appeared to have sided with their 
rather ami his wife's sister, Miss no- 
garth, lived in the bouse after the 
estrangement and brought up the chil- 
dren. Sidney Dickens always spoke 
iilTed innately or bis mult. 

None nf Dickens' children Inherited 
I heir father's genius, Charles Dickens, 
the eldest son, tried bis hand at editing 



"Ail the Vein- Round," a publication 
bis f.-uher founded and uud'er whose 
management a great circulation was en- 
joyed', hut the attempt was a failure. 
He did write n 'Guide Book of London, 
which wsis highly commended, but in 
the mills; of his work he died some- 
what suddenly. Fred Biekeus, the sec- 
ond son, joined the I 'a ii a d ia n mounted 
,->oiace ami was made a sergeant. In 
the Northwest rebellion be was in com- 
mand at Fori Pitl mi the North Sas- 
katchewan. He surrendered the fort or 
ubaiKfoneil it, Tun of Ids troopers were 
captured by Ihe Indians ami tortured 
hetore belli" killed. This action ended 
iDickens' military career and ho loft the 
Territories and went to Chicago, where 
be died. 



I returned to Victoria in November, 
l.MtS. having been absent six months. 
iJSliortly ufter my return 1 met Sidney 
Dickens. During my absence he had 
been promoted to be a full lieutenmiit. 
iDolby mentions this circuinstauce in Ills 
|book and. wt course, the inevitable 
champagne a ml B, & S., accompanied 
.by a huge supper ol iudigestihles, had 
ti he brOllglll out to celebrate the event. 
fS-mnll nouder that Dickens died of ap- 
oplexy! 

Ther.' was something irregular about 
the promotion. 1 don I know what it 
wus, but there was dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed on boa rd : I., ship. 
- "I'd rainer ne n son of Charles Dick- 
,ons." remarked, one of the captains, 

; "tllllll fUe heir of the Duke of 'West- 
minster when promotions are about." 

I met 'Sidney Dickens on nrany otca- 
si'ons. Beur Admiral Hastings was 
•'noi hi c-i'iuil'Miii .oi this station. 11 is 
(fiagsllip was tho Zealous, one of the 
c.i..y i.vpes ot armored cruisers, long 
since obsolete. Admiral Hustings was 
.me of the most genial nnd kindly gen- 
tlemen it has ever been my good for- 
tune to meet. Mrs. Hasting-", who was 
much younger than her husband, was 
distinguished for her beauty and ami- 
ability. They occupied IiazleliUPt, a 
spacious residence lacing Eequimalt 
.harbor, and within a stone's throw of 
the flagship as she lay at anchor. 
.There was much talk of a Fenian Inva- 
sion in 1808 ami LSI!',), and Ihe Admiral 
was so tiineli Impressed by the informa- 
tion that appeared from lime to time 
iu the local pn.nel's tlint he hesitated 

to leave Esquimau lest in his absence 
■the Fenians should seize the naval 
stores nnd reduce Victoria. There was 
never nny real cause for alarm; hut 
times were dull. Ihe community was 
small and the money ox pr ml eil- by the 
ships on the station was of considerable 
Importance to merchants -and others en- 
gaged in bHSili°6S, so the newspapers 
every little while wo ii Id chronicle the 
presence in Victoria of a number of 
low-browed strangers, evidently Feni- 
ans bent on mischief. These report* 
kept the Admiral constantly on the 
alert, and tin- flagship, with two other 
HbSps, renmiiied at anchor lor a year 



and a half in Esquimalt harbor, when 
sho f was peremptorily ordered away by 
tue Auminlity so report, lor wUieh f 
cannot vouch, isaid. 

.There was very little livestock raised 
in ttie province in 151,8 and t-tic meat 
and vegetable supply for the Navy on 
the 'Esquitualt station was obtained 
from Washington Territory. The Col- 
umbian, then ami now was published 
at New Westminster. It was edited 
by that clever man, Hon. .John Bob- 
son wlio printed several editorials tn.it 
r. fleeted seveiely upon Admiral Hastings 
tor drawing Ins supplies trom i\iin r- 
icau .soiieccs instead' of from the Main- 
land of British Columbia. The Ad- 
miral, who was unduly sensitive uinier 
i ne attac.is, for the contract had been 
n warded during the time of .Admiral 
Kiugcome, suggested to Sidney tok- 
ens that he should write a series of 
articles signed "\ indicator," in ids de- 
fence, Which articles 1 agreed to print in 
tiie Colonist, E-veryoue anticipated a 
brilliant onslaught irom the son ot the 
greatest Jiiiiglisn writer. He brought 
the cimy of the (first article to my resi- 
dence in the evening and read n over. 
.It was heavy, dull and labored. No 
good points were made, aud the Col- 
umbian, in reply, ripped the arguments 
to fiieces ana scattered the fragments 
all ever the controversial field. -Viler 
the second letter IDickens retired from 
the contest. 

In appearance Sidney Dickens was 
rather insignificant. He was short nnd 
spare; but what he lacked in height 
and bulk be made up in dignity after 
his promotion. He was no great horse- 
man, but be wus very fond of riding 
out with the ladies. On one aecnslon 
be convoyed three of the fair sex to the 
neighborhood of Millstream, There 
[were few settlers and no roads and the 
trails were narrow and indistinct. Tho 
party took no food witli them anil by 
ionie strange mishup lost tho trail. 
They floundered mbout in the woods 
until darkness set in when they aban- 
doned their horses nnd tried to regain 
the trail. Their absence alarmed their 
friends and nt 10 o'clock a search party 
was organized, lanterns were procured' 
and the searchers beat the brush until 
the grey of the morning when they cnuie 
r.pou Dickens and two of his fair com- 
panions sitting beneath the shadow of 
a fallen tree and chilled to the bone, 
The other lady in her fright had wan- 
dered farther away and was not found 
till daylight. -She was in an awful 
plight, with clothes partly torn off from 
contact with brambles, and her shoes 
worn out. With care and attention she 
soon recovered and was none the worse 
for the adventure, All admitted that 
Dickens showed great gallantry; hat 
iu spito of bis bravery he wns not 
again selected to pilot Indies through a 
pathless forest. • He left the station 
in 1871. Three years later he died 
at Aden while on his way home from 
llndiya, invalided— died with the tlowers 
of youth and opportunity blossoming 
it boil 1 him in the -Mny of his existence.

VICTORIA'S IMPORTS. 



' (Perhaps the most prosperous and 
most prng-ressiyo o£ nllvtho /lndtiftried 
of the province lias been that of njiri- 
cultur\ i>;i . tioula rlj- in fruU-gTO-wing and 
dfilcyiugr. As an iinstuuco of how the 
.former is growing. > f '"ay he stated 
1lint about 250,000 fruit trees -were Hold 
during liMX!, about 7,">,<MX> of which 
were local nursery stock. Over ;i(K) 
acres of now orchards wore planted out 
in tho vicinity of Vernon alone, a' he 
■acreage in fruit has increased from 1>0 
to 2~> per cent. In small fruits the 
crop was a good one generally, with 
an increase of perhaps one-third in out- 
put. Sixty per cent of the crop went 
ito the Northwest, where on an average, 
a horn t $1.7." net per crate of 75 pounds 
was realized. In the lower Fraser con- 
siderable loss was experienced! owing 
to the excessive moisture at the time 
of ripening. .In cherries, jiliims, pours 
and apples, good prices were realized, 
and with the exception of the Lower 
[Mainland, a large crop harvested. Ofl 
tho Lower Mainland, however, plums 
and cherries, which both yielded n pood 
nop, were largely affected' by brown 
rot. on account of ■which a great quan- 
tity was destroyed. Plums netted 40 
to 50 cents per crate of 50 pounds, 
cherries from 10 to 12 cents a pound, 
pears from $1.00 to $1.23 per box of 45 
pounds. Apples were everywhere a good 
crop, except on the iLower Mainland, 
•where they were considerably below the 
average on account of cold', wet weather 
during the blossoming season. The ex- 
perience of the past two or three years 
has demonstrated that the local an: 
Northwest markets arc sutlicieut io nb- 
sorb all the fruit likely to be 
grown in British Columbia for 
some time to eonie, if not for ever. 
■Poaches have been successfully grown 
sit Lytton, ©pence's Bridge, on the 
lOlcnnugau lake, and in the Similka- 
meen. Mr. Thomas Eearle, of Lytton, 



last year raised a large number of ex- 
cellent grapes, of which he marketed 
about four tons; SO Hint the fruit grow- 
ing capacity of the interior Is likely to 
,bo very materially extended iu the near 
future. , , , , . 

Methods of picking, packing and ship- 
ping fruit are steadily improving, al- 
though there us still much room tor im- 
provement, and the same may be said 
of tho planting and cultivation. the 
demand for nursery stock is greatly 111 
•excess of the home supply. 

The poultry Industry is increasing, es- 
epcinlly on the island, and on the Lower 
mainland, principally in the lino of the 
production of eggs, -which, however, 
only supply as yet about lo per cent 
of tho local market demands. 

The dairy industry has made rnpid 
progress during the year. Throe new 
creameries have beeu established, mak- 
ing Io in nil in the province. A though 
full statistics are not available yet, the 
out pin will probably be iu excess ot 
that of last year from 23 to SO per 
cent.

The influence of 'Sovereigns upon their 
subjects is of necessity considerable. The 
Jviug or President is a living- example 
.set forth before tho eyes of all men lie 
to how the foreroo«t mltn in their State 
thinks life should bo Uvea. Whether 
ho is n figurt'-JiPad, or whether lie is 
the autocrat, he stands equally supreme- 
ly conspicuous; visible by the entire 
nation as no other mortal iti visible, 
and if there is anything in the force 
of constantly rej eated suggestion, then 
it is' impossible for any ruler to fail 
to influence consciously or unconsciously 
the imitative human herd. But tills in- 
fluence may easily be exaggerated, the 
omnipresent crucifix in courts of law m 
lOatholie countries often fails to suc- 
ceed in suggesting the ideas of pity 
and compassion to the judges who ad-

In 
manner the unfortunate Louis who 
his head on the guillotine failed 
to suggest, t'> a nation preguanl with 
the great Revolution, the respectable 
commonplace qualities of their Sover- 
eign. Hence it is impossible to general- 
ize with any confidence as to the ef- 
fect which the virtues or vices the 
qualities and defects of nay ruler may 
have upon those over whom he reigns 
or rules. Probably they net and re-act 
upon each other, but both alike owe 
their distinctive characteristics to caus- 
es which long precede the accession 
of the sovereign. He ami they are the 
children of their generation. He may 
be the King Poppy in the field of pop- 
pies, but it would be absurd to attribute 
to his example the color or the form 
of the other poppies which grow side 
by side with him in the same field. No 
doubt it sometimes happens, as was the 
case rwith Peter the Great of Russia, 
a ruler is born who is as much in ad- 
vance of his generation and ideas as 
be is superior to the average man in 
genius and resolution. Bui such men 
are rare. / 
|A TRIO OF RULERS— THE K-IXG. 

Let us then glnnce in turn nt the 
three most conspicuous rulers of our 
time; the King, the Kaiser, and the 
President, — how far are they influenc- 
ing the peoples of Britain, Germany, 
and the United States'.' Take our King 
first. Is bis influence potent for good 
nr for evil? There is no doubt about 
the fact that his influence tells. In 
society, for instance, the Kins more or 
loss f/ L 'ts the tone. He can discourage, 
he can encountge. But even in society, 
although be lias spared neither example 
nor interest, he has not made the rich 
Jew pojiular. It may be said that but 
for his influence the anti-Semitic ten- 
dency of one time would have broken 
out with violence nearer home than 
d'aris and Vienna. If true,- that must 
be put down to the good. On the other 
hand his influence has told— in society 
again— in favor of a relaxation of the 
standard set up by his mother. He 
is what is called a free liver. He cn- 
jovs cards, and the turf, and enjoys

the society of pretty, witty, 
nntured women. He has ai- 
red this kind of life. So far 
v nee extends it tells against 
i. Situ it would be wrong to 
(ic-b't him with the Self-in- 
tapcr or looser morals of a 
tlint invented Mafficking, 
B< - of any of i ur daily papers 
i.i more pot i nt to spread the plague of 
betting among the people than till the 
visits of the King to Newmarket. In 
political matters the Kins is not sup- 
posed to intermeddle. But there is 
no question that .lie and his mot tier be- 
fore him steadily and successfully strove 
to promote the growth of a more friend- 
ly feeling between Great Britain and 
Hie American Republic. The King lias 
been less successful— for in this matter 
Ids infli ence was largely counteracted 
by his mother— in opposing the treua.v 
of Russo-phobia. When he was still 
Prince of Wales, he administere I a cut- 
ting rebuke to Mr. Chamberlain for his 
"long spoon" brutality, and in times of 
crises the Marlborough Hons., inlluence 
was almost always in favor of a rea- 
sonable policy in the Near or in the Far 
East. His recent visit to Paris has 
borne immediate fruit. He set the 
fashion of being civil to France, and 
even those who had been blatantly rude 
In om brilliant neighbors became pam- 
gvrists of the French Iteptlblie. We 
have, however, to witness the apilicition 
ui the most crucial te-t. The King lias 
just returned from Ireland, where he set 
a brilliant and much needed example 
of being uniformly civil to every Irish- 
miin and every Catholic whom he met. 
Will his example be imitated by th( 
majority of Englishmen? Wo shall see. 

THE KAISER. 
Next let us turn to the Kaiser. Is 
that brilliant, strenuous, irresponsible 
genius shaping the German man nnew 
in his own image V 1 doubt it. Prince 
iKNman-k rather than Kaiser WiiWni 
is the type of the modem German. That 
tnu Kaiser exercises a constant, and 
,,,, the whole a very useful imluenco 
upon the administration and the policy 
of the Herman empire is true, But 
not the whole strength of his authority, 
exercised without s-tiirt for three years, 
could oiake a single Herman dissemble 
his whole-hearted detestati 
South African war. He 
the navy scheme through, 
'seized Coo Chow, two nets 

profoundedly influence Hen 
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happen both for Germany and for Brit- 
ain. 

A TRANSPOSITION. 

Suppose wo test the personal inlluence 
of each of the three monarchs by ask- 
ing •what action each of them would 
have taken bad they suddenly been con- 
fronted with such handwriting on the 
wall as the Report of the Royal Com- 
mission on the -way in which the mil- 
itary and political authorities prepared 
for war in South Africa. It is too 
much to say that if either the Kaiser 
or President had been in the King's 
shoes, the men who were responsible for 
launching the King's army, till un- 
equipped and unprepared, against the 
tBoers. would have boon brought sharp- 
ly to book'.' The uriny. be it remember- 
ed, is the King's army. In choosing 
and dismissing his advisers the King 
lias a wide liberty of notion. No one 
doubts the keen interest which His 
Majesty takes in the welfare of his 
troops. In this very matter of the 
Boer war, the King— then Prince of 
Wales— expressed to me his grave mis- 
givings aw to whether Sir Redvers Bul- 
ler would line! the force at bis disposal 
adequate to the task before it. This 
■wtis within an hour of General 'Puller's 
departure from Waterloo, at a time 
when the Ministers were inclined to re- 
gard everyone as a traitor or a pro- 
Boor who was not certain that General 
Buller and his great army would 
"steam roller" the Republics before 
iChristmas. The Report of the Royal 
Commission more than confirms all the 
prescient misgivings of the King. Now 
w hat will he do about it 7 

If it is replied that he can do noth- 
ing, those who make that reply speak 
ill ignorance of the immense inlluence 
Which the Sovereign can wield in our 
constitutional monarchy. If the Kai 
ser were the King how much longer 
would Ix.nl Lnusdowne be Foreign Min- 
ister'.' Would Mr. Chamberlain, who 
declared at the very mom. 'in that he 
was leading the nation into war that no 
reinforcements were needed, escape with 
merely a Royal wigging? 1 trow not. 
But the Kniser is not our King, and 
His Majesty is at Marienbad, and no 
one expects that so easy going a fellow 
us Edward VII. will bestir himself to 
•bring the culprits to book. And so far 
the influence of the Sovereign will op 
crate for evil and not for good. 

AND THE PRESIDENT. 
There now remains to "ne considered 
the influence of 'President Rooseveldt 
upon 'the American people. An' Ameri- 
can president is unlike a European mon- 
arch in this above all else, that he is not 
born to high office. In bis youth he is 
unknown. It is not until he is a ma- 
ture man that lie suddenly looms as 
the most conspicuous of all citizens 
before the eyes of nil his fellows. His 
term of nfllce is short, even if it be re- 
newed. There is not > - <i much time or 
opportunity for the personal factor to 
make ilsei.' felt. Nevertheless 1 'resi- 
lient ftooseveldt's strenuous cult of 
strenuonsuess can hardly fail to hive 
a profound influence upon the impre surn- 
ame nation with which he lias to deal. 
Strenuonsness is no new product of the 
United States. Mr. Rooseveldt neither 
invented it nor revised it. It was first 
planted in America when the Pilgrim 
Fathers landed at Boston, and it has 
been fostered by circumstances and nur- 
tured by the climate ever since. Hut 
,.<" late venrs the immense nccuniu'fation 
of -wealth in the States, and the growth 
ot' luxurious habits among the well-to- 
do citizens, have brought into clear re- 
lief the n I of some of those sermons 

which the President has been .preaching 
to his countrymen. The need is even 
more urgent in this country than it is 
in the Cuited States. Our youth is 
much more disposed not t i be stren- 
uous than the yinith of America. The 
knack of taking ithings easily, and en- 
deavoring to get through the day with 
the minimum of exertion is cultivated 
much none diligently here than It is 
in the 1 'nlted States. And it is prol able, 
just because we need a ['resident Roo e- 
veldt more than do our American k'ns- 
folk, that we do not get him. He is 
the one growth of tho same conditions 
which make the American business men 
s.i mti'di keener ith a n the business men 
of Britain, and which load tuition by 
. -i-i ii.iei to h" a nourishing -bus- 
iness in the United States, wheren* here 
ie. one seems to take the trouble to

The separation of radium from pitch- 
blende is a long and tedious process. The 
rare ore Is lirst crushed, and the powder 
Is roasted with carbonate of soda. After 
washing the residue Is treated with dilute 
sulphuric acid, the sulphates being then 
converted Into carbonates by boiling with 
strong carbonate of soda solution. Radium 
sulphate, an exceedingly Insoluble salt, is 
contained In the residue. The soluble sul- 
phates are washed out, and from the resi- 
due hydrochloric acid dissolves out polo- 
nium, actinium and other elements, Rn- 
diuui sulphate remains, with some barium 
mlphate. These sulphates are converted 
Into carbonates by boiling with oarbonati 
of soda solution, and the carbonates arc 
dissolved In hydrochloric ncld, and pre 
clpltated again iih sulphates by means ol 
sulphuric add. The sulphates are furthei 
purified and Anally converted info chlo 
rides. A ton of pitchblende yields about 
15 pounds of the mixed chlorides of ra- 
dium and barium, from which a small 
fraction of radium chloride is separated by 
crystallization,

In a new peat fuel process lately exbl
